Declares  International  Work  of 
Red  Cross  Will  Eventually 
Unify  Nations  Into  Bond  of 
Friendship. 


The  Red  Cross  Society  In  Victoria 
last  night  entered  upon  its  fourth  year, 
more. determined  than  ever  to  continue 
its  great  teak  to  completion,  and  with 
a  apirlt  that  Indicated  the  achievements 
ot  the  coming-  twelvemonth,  If  the  war 
laata  that  lone,  will  far  eclipse  the 
records  of  the   past. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the 
•Empress  Hotel  ballroom  In  the  presence 
of  over  350  persons,  officers  were  elect- 
ed,  and  reports,  dealing  in  extenso  with 
the  work  accomplished  during  the  past 
yaac,  testa  presented.  ,  A  feature  of -the 
meeting  was  an  address  by  Mrs.  II.  P. 
Plumptre,  honorary  corresponding  secre- 
tary of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  So- 
ciety, who  told  In  stirring  words  what 
the  vast  organisation  was  doing  for  the 
cans*  of  humanity  through  each  of  its 
channels  of  activity.

W.  Jones,  the  chairman,  were  Messrs.  D. 
J.  Angus  and  Charles  Williams,  Mrs. 
Plumptre,  Mrs.  Pltsherbcrt  Bullen  and 
Mrs.  Harold   Fleming. 

Devoted    Service   Appreciated 

Following  the  reeding  of  the  annual 
report  and  the  chairman's  address,  aa 
well  aa  resolutions  of  thanks  to  the 
officers  for  their  devoted  service,  Mrs. 
Plumptre  apoke. 

Hhe  warmly  congratulated  the  Vic- 
toria branch  on  its  work,  the  extent  of 
which  she  could  Judge  from  the  report 
and  from  personal  experience  at  Toron- 
to headquarters,  where  all  the  local 
supplies  passed  through. 

Referring  to  the  Item  In  the  report 
which  stated  that  Victoria  had  supplied 
36,000  pairs  of  socks  during  the  past 
'year,  Mrs.  Plumptre  illustrated  the  tre- 
mendous demand  at  the  front  when  she 
said  that  sueh  a  supply  would  last  the 
Canadian  corps  la  France  only  a  sin- 
gle  week. 

The .  main  function  of  the  Canadian 
Red  Ureas  Overseas,  she  said,  was  to 
supplement  the  Canadian  Army  Medical 
Corps  and  stand  ready  to  meet  any 
emergency  when  the  corps'  staff  or 
equipment  were  overtaxed.

PETBOOBAD.  Oct.  10.— The  n«w 
government  has  begun  the  task  of  re- 
building the  breaches  In  the  country's 
economic  and  military  lines  created  by 
the  political  uncertainty  since  the  Bol- 
sheviki uprising  In  July.  The  cabinet 
Is  determined  to  ignore,  as  far  as 
possible  the  activities  of  the  Workmen's 
and  Holdlers'  Deputies  and  centre  Its 
force  on  gaining  the  support  of  the 
armies. 

Premier  Kerensky,  the  Minister  of 
War,  General  Verkhovsky,  the  Foreign 
Minister,  M.  Terestchenko  and  the  Min- 
ister of  Marine,  Admiral  Verdervskt, 
have  left  for  the  front,  where  they  will 
spend  several  days  placing  before  the 
soldiers  the  purposes  of  the  coalition 
ministry. 

M.  Terestchenko  will  also  confer  with 
the  Allied  military  agents  at  the  front 
and  explain  to  them  Russia's  needs  and 
devise  schemes  of  co-operation,  which 
he  will  probably  present  before  the 
Allied  war  council  at  Paris.  ' 

The  Minister  of  Labor,  M.  Gybxdef, 
has  departed  from  Pet  reared,  and  wiH 
attempt  to  settle  the  strike  In  the  oil 
fields  at  Baku.  Other  officials  in  the 
Ministry  of  Labor  are  endeavoring  to 
bring  the  railway  differences  to  a 
speedy   termination. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
thirty-four  representatives  of  the  trade 
and  industry  group  to  sit  with  120 
bourgeoisie  In  the  preliminary  parlia- 
ment.

The  diplomatic  corps  In  Petrograd  Is 
more  optimistic  over  the  situation  than 
at  any  time  for  months  past.  At  pres- 
ent It  seems-  to  be  considered  that 
the  only  important  political  cloud 
on  the  horizon  is  the  election  of 
the  Radical,  .Leon  Trotaky,  to  succeed 
N.  C.  JTcheldse  as  President  of  the  Cen- 
tral Executive  Committee  ,of  the  Petro- 
grad Council  of  Soldiers'  and  Workmen's 
delegates.  The  new  committee  of  this 
council  comprises  four  Bolshevlkla.  two 
Social  Revolutionists  and  one  Maximal- 
ist. The  cabinet  today  discussed  coolly 
the  (Bolsheviki  Soldiers'  and  Workmen' a 
ultimatum,  declining  to  recognize  the 
authority  of  the  Oovernment,  the  view 
being  taken  that  the  Influence  of  thla 
element  la  decreasing. 

The  new  Oovernment  la  facing  some 
difficult  tasks,  including  the  revolt  in 
Turkestan,  from  which  district,  no  com- 
munication has  been  received  for  three 
days,  and  the  dissension  In  Finland.  It 
Is  considered  In  diplomatic  circles,  how- 
ever, that  the  Oovernment  has  now 
started  upon  an  earnest  effort  to  solve 
these  problems. 

The  Ministers  having  promised  to  la- 
sue  a  deeree  satisfying  the  demands  of 
the  strikers,  the  executive  committee  of 
the  railroaders  has  called  off  the  strike. 
The  men  on  all  the  lines  affected  have 
been  Instructed  to  return  to  work  to- 
night.

NEW  DEFENSIVE 

SYSTEM  FAILURE 

LONDON,  Oct.  10.— (Via  Reu- 
ter'a  Ottawa  Agency.)— Reuter'a 
correspondent  at  French  headquar- 
ters telegraphed  today: 

"Two  interesting  points  emerged 
from  the  latest  Battle  of  Flanders: 

"First,  the  enemy  system  of 
eachelonment  proved  a  failure. 

"Second,  the  aubatitution  of  pre- 
pared lines  of  shell  craters  for  bat- 
tered trench  lines  is  almost  value- 
less, because  after  a  heavy  shelling 
the  craters  arc  little  good  as  shel- 
ters. Prisoners  admit  that  the 
higher  command  realizes  that  dur- 
ing heavy  fire  the  men  cannot  be 
trusted  to  hold  them.  Officers  in 
'pill  boxes'  or  similar  shelters  arc 
unable  to  exercise  effective  control 
or  even  know  what  the  men  in  the 
craters  are  doing.  Hence,  at  the 
moment  of  attack,  the  men  ara 
either  not  at  their  posts,  or  are  in 
a  frame  of  mind  which  makes 
surrender  a  wiser  course  than 
fighting." 


Mot  Known  at  Washington 
WASHINGTON,  Oct  10.— Publication 
today  of  reports  that  the  Washington 
Government  was  expecting  a  big  naval 
operation  In  the  North  Sea  drew  an 
official  statement  that  the  Navy  De- 
partment knew  nothing  on  which  sueh 
a  story  could   be  based.

STOCKHOLM.  Oct.,  10.— "People  In 
many  sections  of  Finland  are  eating 
bread  made  of  rye  flour  and  pine  bark 
In  equsl  parts."  said  Dr.  Chan.  Ignatius, 
of   Helslngfors.  today. 

"Bresd  rations  per  capita  ere  only 
(i ve  ounces  daily,  and  If  this  inadequate 
amount  la  to  be  maintained  It  will  be 
necessary  to  import  flour  and  cereals 
within  a  few  weeks." 

Dr.  Ignatlua  la  on  his  way  to  New 
Tork  as  a  representative  of  the  Finnish 
Government.  He  hopes  to  obtain  a 
license  for  shipment  of  00,000  tons  of 
flour  already  purchased.  He  declared 
that  If  help  cannot  be  obtained  from  the 
United  States  It  will  mean  actual 
starvation  for  many  thousands,  and  an 
much  suffering  for  Finland  as  for  Bel- 
glum  and   Poland.

LONDON,  Oct.  10.— A  Reuter  dispatch 
from  Amsterdam  says  advices  received 
thers  from  Berlin  are  to  the  effect  that 
Chancellor  MlcbaellS  declared  the  pun- 
ishments '  Inflicted  on  the  men  at  Wll- 
helmshaven  Were  not  unjust,  papers 
found  on  them  Indicating  that  they  had 
bound  themselves  to  recognise  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Independent  Socialists  and 
proving  that  the  party  had  carried  on 
an  extensive  agitation  In  the  fleet. 

The  Chancellor  Is  reported  to  have 
added  that  the  Independent  Socialists 
belonged  to  a  party  In  which  he  could 
place  no  confidence,  as  they  were  en- 
dangering the  state.  The  punishments 
meted  out  to  the  men,  he  said,  had  to 
be  severe,  as  everything  was  at  stake 
In  a  critical  moment. 

A  dispatch  to  the  Exchange  Telegraph 
Company  from  Copenhagen  says  that 
after  the  statement  of  Admiral  von  Ca- 
ndle in  the  Reichstag  concerning  the 
naval  plot.  Deputies  Dlttmann,  Haase, 
and  Vogtherr  denied  the  correctness  of 
his  assertion.  They  had  conferred  with 
the  sailors,  they  said,  but  no  such  plan 
as  Admiral  von  Capelle  alleged  was  sub- 
mitted and  received  their  approval.  They 
added  that  the  Admiral  aimed  at  form- 
ing a  coalition  against  the  Socialists. 
Sigh    Treason 

The  Centrist  member,  Herr  Trlmborn, 
declared  that  If  the  three  deputies  nam- 
ed by  Admiral  von  Capelle  had  trans- 
gressed the  law.  It  would  be  a  question 
of  high  treason.  The  Conservative  mem- 
ter,  Herr  dretch,  said  If  the  three  men 
were  guilty  their  parliamentary  immun- 
ity must  be  rescinded  and  that  they 
must   be   prosecuted. 

"If  the  charges  are  true,*'  this  mem- 
ber continued,  "the  German  language 
contains  no  word  strong  enough  to  brand 
sucb  action." 

Herr  Ebert.  Socialist  leader,  said  the 
Oovernment  ought  to  have  considered 
the  effect  of  such  grave  charges  on  do- 
mestic and  foreign  policies.  The  ma- 
terial Admiral  von  Capelle  had  pro- 
duced, he  added,  did  not  Justify  the 
charge  sgalnst  the  Independent  Social- 
ists, and  the  Chancellor  had  set  one 
party  outside  the  pale  at  a  moment 
when  a  difficult  situation  necessitated 
the  utmost  unity. 

"We  regard  It  as  our  duty  to  fight 
with  all  oar  strength  a  Oovernment 
which  Indulges  In  sueh  a  policy,"  Herr 
lSbert  concluded. 

Ousts v  Stresemann,  National  Liberal, 
urged  the.  necessity  of  the  fullest  In- 
vestigation of  the  charges  agslnst 
Deputies  Haase.  Vogtherr  end  Dlttmann, 
which  he  said,  had  aroused  great  sus- 
picion as  to  the  sction  of  the  Independ- 
ent Socialists. 

Socialist*  meply 

Uerr  Haase,  leader  of  the  Socialist 
minority  In  the  Reichstag,  replying  to 
Admiral  von  Capelle,  said: 

"It  ,1a  true  that  the  sailor  of  whom 
Admiral  von  Capelle  Spoke  had  a  talk 
with  men'  In  the  party  conference  room, 
but  It  Is  Incorrect  to  say  that  he  pro- 
posed such  a  plan  to  me.  The  sailor 
In  question  voiced  hie  strong  discon- 
tent and  anger.  The  sailors  had  become 
eager  subscribers  to  Independent  period- 
icals, and  evinced  a  desire  for  Intel- 
lectual culture  while  on  land.  I  pointed 
out  to  hlas  that  thla  waa  permissible, 
but  warned  him  to  be  careful  and  pro- 
ceed cautiously." 

Deputy  Vogtherr  aald  that  he  had 
also  spoken  with  the  sailor  referred  to 
and  had  repeatedly  discussed  with  him 
the  conditions  on  his  ship  and  In  the 
navy.  Sailors  and  deputies  were  en- 
titled to  do  this,  according  to  Deputy 
Vogtherr.  who  declared  It  wae  Incor- 
rect to  aay  that  the  mutiny  had  ori- 
ginated  with  him. 

Deputy  Dlttmann  aald  that  sailor*  and 
marines  had  also  visited  him,  but  there 
•ran   no   talk  of   sueh   a   plan   as    was 
meat  toned  by  Admiral  van  Capelle.

OTTAWA.  Oct.  10. — Politicians  are 
flocking  to  the  Capital  from  all  direc- 
tions In  consequence  of  a  continuation  of 
the  negotiations  for  Union  Oovernment. 
The  srrivals  today  leluded  Premier 
Brewster,  of  British  Columbls,  Hon.  W. 
tt.  Fielding.  F.  B.  Carvell.  Hon.  S.  A. 
Fisher,  and  F.  Pardee,  chief  Liberal 
writ  p.  Is  expected  to  arrive  from  Toron- 
to In  the  morning.  Attorney-Genera. 
Farrls,  of  British  Columbia,  is  also  in 
the  capital,  but  In  connection  with  Su- 
preme Court  cases,  and  may  not  have 
any   direct   Interest   in  the   negotiations. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  who  has  been  in 
Toronto  for  three  days  conferring  with 
Liberal  candidates  and  prominent  men 
of  the  party,  is  expected  in  Ottawa  to- 
morrow. There  are,  as  yet,  no  further 
developments  In  regard  to  his  possible 
retirement  from  the  Liberal  lesdershlp. 
The  impression  appears  to  be  growing 
that  whether  or  not  a  union  administra- 
tion'is  organised  Sir  Wilfrid  will  con- 
tinue to  lead  the  Opposition  forces. 

There  is  little  indication  tonight  that 
any  material  headway  was  mads  toda.v 
by  the  negotiators  for  union.  This,  at 
least,'  was  surface  indication,  although 
comparatively  few  people  really  know 
what  Is  going  on  behind  the  scenes. 

Sir  Robert  Borden   stated   this  after- 
noon that  no  definite  conclusion  lias  yet 
been   reached  in    the   negotiations. 
Premier   Brewster 

FORT  WILLIAM,  Oct.  10.— If  I  am  to 
be  associated  in  any  way  with  a  union 
govsrnment,  I  would  have  to  be  shown 
that  it  would  be  In  the  best  Interests 
of  everybody,  and  also  that  It  would  be 
In  the  best  Interests  of  Canada,"  said 
Premier  Brewster,  of  British  Columbia, 
who  passed  through  last  night  en  route 
to  Ottawa.  "I  am  going  Bast  purely 
on  provincial  business,"  added  the  Pre- 
mier, "and  I  know  nothing  of  any  re- 
ports which  may  have  emanated  about 
my  being  summoned  to  Ottawa  to  take 
a  seat  in  a  coalition  cabinet.  Further- 
more, I  do  not  know  of  any  consulta- 
tions being  held  among  the  different 
premiers  of  the  various  Western  Prov- 
inces with  a  view  to  agreeing  on  any 
policy  which  would  support  the  present 
Dominion  Oovernment." 

Asked  if  he  would,  all  other  things 
being  equal,  Join  In  a  coalition  cabinet. 
Premier  Brewster  said  that  he  would 
not  unlesa  certain  conditions  were  ap- 
parent which  were  not  In  evidence  Just 
now.  He  wished  to  deny  most  empha- 
tically a  statement  which  he  had  heard 
made  to  the  effect  that  he  had  been  in 
consultation  on  the  subject  with  Pre- 
mier Borden.  Nor  had  he  any  confer- 
ence with  Hon.  N.  W.  Howell.  Hon.  A. 
L.  sir  ton.  or  Hon.  A.  B.  Hudson  In  that 
connection. 


Coal  Embargo  Lifted 

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  10.— The  embar- 
go on  coal  shipments  to  Canada  was 
toda.v  lifted  by  the  fuel  administration, 
which  decided  that  shipments  can  go 
forward  through  lake  ports  without  en- 
dangering the  supply  of  the  north- 
western states. 


ALLIES  HOLDING 

IN  NEW  POSITIONS 


Change    in    Situation  —  Some    of    Advance 
Troops  Obliged  to  Withdraw  Slightly- 
i    Germans  Make  Effort  Near  Verdun 


BRITISH  FRONT  IN  FRANCE  AND  BELGIUM,  Oct.  10.— 
(By  the  Associated  Press.) — The  British  and  French  armies,  who 
yesterday  made  such  *  spectacular  assault  over  the  Flnnders  boglands 
against  the  German  defense  east  and  north  of  Ypres,  were  digging! 
themselves  in  today  along  a  line  that  represents  an  important  gain. 
But  the  never-ending  reaches  of  almost  bottomless  mud  during  the  last 
twenty-four  hours  robbed  Field  Marshal  HaJg's  men  of  gome  of  the 
laurels  which  they  had  won  in  such  a  remarkable  manner. 

Over  much  of  the  front  involved  these  small  bodies  of  hardy 
pioneers  who  floundered  through  miles  of  morasses  to  the  most  for- 
ward positions  that  were  reached,  had  been  forced  bo  fall  back  and 
rejoin  their  comrades  on  the  main  line  of  the  advance  In  some) 
places  this  was  due  in  part  to  German  counter-attacks,  but  for  the.

One  of  these  battleships' 
was  the  Westfalen,  whose  captain  was 
thrown  overboard  and  drowned.  The 
crews  landed.  Marines  refused  to  fire 
upon  them,  whereupon  soldiers  sur- 
rounded   the   sailors,    who   surrendered. 

Kaiser  Wilhelm's  visit  to  Wilhelma- 
haven In  company  with  Chancellor 
Michaelis  was  made  after  the  mutiny 
had  been  suppressed. 

The  Chancellor's  objections  to  the 
Kaiser's  order  that  one  mutineer  in 
every  seven  bo  shot  was  on  the  ground 
that  ho  could  not  assume  such  responsi- 
bility before  the  Reichstag. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  mutiny  was 
bad  and   Insufficient  food.

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  IS.— Another 
eeries  of  sensational  telegrams  which 
passed  between  the  German  Government 
and  its  embassy  in  this  country  was 
made  public  today  by  Secretary  Lan- 
sing. They  are  remarkable  for  the  de- 
gree of  cunning  and  Ingenuity  displayed 
in  the  evfdent  purpose  to  do  all  pos- 
sible injuries  to  Germany's  European 
enemies  through  cutting  off  their  re- 
sources In  America,  While  at  the  same 
time  avoiding  as  far  as  possible  incur- 
ring the  wrath  of  the  American  people 
by  actual  destruction  of  life  in  this 
country  and   Canada.

WAR  CORRESPONDENT**  HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN  BELGIUM,  via  London. 
Oct.  IS. — An  Incident  which  deserves  to 
become  historic  is  that  of  certain  Royal 
Kuaillera  who  ware  out  In  the  Una  of 
battered  trench  and  abell  hole  along  the 
Broenbeek,  and  the  enemy  waa  shelling 
them,  wires  Tbe  Times'  correspondent. 
They  Had  practically  no  shelter,  and  the 
Germana  knew  the  range  of  the  posi- 
tions they  had  recently  loat  to  a  yard. 

There  was  nothing  for  the  Fusiliers 
to  do  but  stick  It '  until  such  time  as 
our  own  guns  could  beat  down  the  en- 
emy batteries.  Meanwhile  It  was  about 
as  heavy  shelling  as  troops  can  be 
called  on  to  stand.  Then  some  one 
among  the  Fusiliers  started  singing, 
and  what  he  sang  was  an  army  version 
/•f  "In  These  Hard  Times."  Perhaps 
you  know  the  song.    * 

Tou'va  got  to  put  up  with  anything 
In  these  hard  times. 

Other  voices  took  It  up  till,  from  the 
whole  line  of  shell  holes,  where  the  men 
crouched  with  the  dead  In  the  blood- 
stained water  and  the  fragments  of 
trench,  where  the  living  and  wounded 
lay  together,  the  chorus  welled  up 
mightily.  The  earth  shook  to  the  shell 
bursts,  and  the  air  was  thick  with 
fumes  and  dirt  and  debris,  and  through 
the  crashing  and  the  murk  the  song  rose 
rollicking  on: 

Oh,  if  you  live  to  be  ninety-four 

And  carry  on  to  the  end  of  the  war 

You  may  get  leave,  but  not  before, 
In  these  hard  times. 

Our  men  back  In  the  support  lines 
heard  it.  and  they  took  It  up.  The  en- 
emy across  the  way  must  have  heard  It, 
too,  and  marvelled.  The  Fusiliers  tend- 
ed  to  their  dead  and  cared  for  their 
wounded,  singing  while  tRST  worked. 
They  squatted,  bowed  in  their  shell 
holes,  while  the  great  shells  shrieked 
overhead,  or,  plunging,  heaped  them 
with  mud,  and. still  they  sang: 
You  may  get  more  or  you  may  get  less. 
But  apple  and  plum's  your  best  I  guess, 
For  the  strawberry  jam's  for  the  ser- 
geants* mess. 
In  these  hard  times. 

Last  night  I  wag  at  the  entertain- 
ment given  by  the  formation  to  which 
these  Royal  Fusiliers  belong.  In  a  tem- 
porary lath  and  tarpaulin  theatre  which 
holds  BOO  men.  One  at  the  number  on 
the  programme  was  this  song,  sung  by 
a  man,  now  a  private,  but  well  k:iown 
to  the  London  music  halls  in  peace 
times.  Some  of  those  same  Fusiliers 
who  had  lived  and  sung  through  all  that 
hell  were  there,  and  you  ought  to  have 
heard  those  500  voices  swlmr  into  the 
chorus  till  it  seemoi  that  the  whole 
tarpaulin   roof  bellied   to  the  sound. 

I  do  not  know  whose  property  the 
song  may  be,  but  I  do  know  that  all  the 
rights,  copyright,  and  title  therein,  with 
all  the  hereditaments  and  appurten- 
ances, ought  henceforward  to  be  deeded 
to  and  vested  In  the  regiment  of  the 
Royal  Fusiliers,  so  that  at  mess,  in  bil- 
lets, and  on  the  march  they  may  sing 
it  as  their  own  and  teU  in  generations 
to  come  how  in  1S17  the  Germans  heard 
them  sing  it  on  the  Broenbeek. 


BOARD  OF  SELECTION 
ITNISiES  ITS  WORK 


STILL  GOES  ON 


Chairman  Henderson  'Makes 
Statement  as  to  Commis- 
sion's Work — Knows  No- 
thing of  Price  Changes, 


TORONTO.  Oct.  10. — O.  F.  Henderson, 
K.C.,  chairman  of  the  commission  on 
war  profits  in  bacon  and  other  food 
products.  In  an  Interview  on  the  prog- 
ress of  the   Inquiry,  tonight  said: 

"•We  Intend  to  renew  the  investiga- 
tion on  Thursday,  and  we  hope  to  com- 
plete it  at  least  by  next  Monday  night, 
but  the  nature  of  the  process  Is  such 
that  we  may  find  ourselves  facing  ques- 
tions which  would  require  further  In- 
vestigation. We  are  determined  that 
the  investigation  shall  be  Just  as  thor- 
ough as  It  is  impartial. 

"We  are  dealing  with  the  Davtes  Com- 
pany first,  but  we  expect  that  the  prin- 
ciples will  be  so  far  setUed  In  the 
course  of  that  Inquiry  that  the  Mat- 
thews-Black well  part  of  It  will  be  at- 
tended with  lesa  difficulty.  I  should 
like  to  say  that  both  'companies  have 
furnished  every  facility  for  a  thorough 
Investigation." 

Asked  aa  to  whether  any  general 
practical  result  would  follow  from  the 
Investigation  or  whether  the  price  of 
bacon,  for  instance,  would  be  affected, 
Mr.    Henderson,    said: 

"We  are  Instructed  by  tha.  Government 
to  recommend  s  standard  system  of 
keeping  accounts  for  cold  storage  com- 
panies, but  our  present  duty  Is  to  make 
s  report  on  the  main  Issues  and  not 
delay  tbe  report  tUl  we  are  prepared  to 
make  further  recommendations. 

"As  to  the  possible  reduction  In  the 
r  rice  of  bacon,  that  Is  a  matter  with 
which  this  commission  has  no  concern. 
If  it  should  appear  that  the  profit  has 
been  excessive,  one  would  expect  that 
the  tendency  would  be  to  a  reduction  of 
prices. 

"The  report,  however,  will  speak  for 
Itself,  and  any  business  man  should  be 
able  to  Judge  for  himself  whether  the 
summary  which  the  commission  will 
make  Is  accurate."

Good  roads  are  a 
superlative   attraction    to   both   settlers 
and    tourists.      It    Is    with    tho    former 
that    the    Province    Is    moet    concerned 
and  whatever  can  bo  done  to  make  con- 
ditions   easier    for    them    will    redound 
to  the  advantage  of  the  entire  commun- 
ity.     Good    roads    mean    that    produce 
from  the  farms  can   be  marketed  with 
greater    facility.

It  has  always 
been  the  desire  of  those  who  have  the 
welfare   of    British    Columbia    at   heart 
to  make  this  province  a  great  agricul- 
tural country.     A  stop  In  this  direction 
is   the  provision     of     roads     and   thetr 
proper     upkeep.       Roads     are     also    a 
method   of   developing   our   mineral    re- 
sources, of  Increasing  the  possibility  of 
railroad  construction  by  populating  dis- 
tricts which  would  otherwise  remain  un- 
occupied, and  of  promoting  development 
In  a  variety  of  ways. 

From  the  tourist  standpoint  there  la 
everything  to  be  said  In  favor  of  good 
roads  In  those  days  when  motoring  bar 
come  eo  much  into  vogue.  Tourists 
mean  that  large  sums  of  money  are 
spent  in  the  country  where  they  seek 
enjoyment.  The  better  travelling  facili- 
ties can  be  provided  for  them  the  longer 
they  will  be  Inclined  to  stay.  But  not 
oaly  must  roads  be  built  where  needed 
but  their  maintenance  must  be  Insured, 
and  It  is  in  this  respect  that  we  believe 
there  is  dilatorlnosa  In  this  Province.

If   it    is   possible   to   Judge   from    the 
experience  of  the  last  Ave  weeks  there 
are    good    reasons    for    supposing    that 
the  measures  for  coping  with  the  sub- 
marine campaign  are  proving  effective. 
Since   September   0   the  largest  number 
bf    vaasels   over    1,100    tons    that    have 
been  sunk  In  any  one  week  hae  been  14. 
During  the  last  three   weeks  only  two 
vessels  a  week  of  under  l.eoo  tons  were 
sunk.     There  are  no  means  of  knowing 
What   la  the  average   tonnage  of  each 
vessel  sent  down  by  the  Germans,  but 
It    Is   a   conservative   estimate   that    It 
does  not  exceed  x.&oo  tons.    An  average 
Of  all  the  Norwegian  vesaelg  sunk  dur- 
ing the  present   year  show*  that  each 
would  bo  elightly  under  l.«00  tons,  but 
the  mercantile  marine  of  that  country 
contains  a  largo  number  of  small  ahlps. 
Britain  nan  last  to  vaasels  In  tbe  past 
five  weeks  which  cannot  represent  more 
than  iis.eeo  tone.    Probably  that  la  an 
exaggerated  nfurr  and  tbs  safest  esti- 
mate  would    be   to   nay    that   the   loss 
member  now  aenoeats  to  ItO.OM  tons. 
If  thle  la  maintained   Britain   will  lose 
tonnage  at  tbn  rate  of  a.ooo.ooo  tons  a 
year.    By  tbs  beginning  of  loll  aha  will 
be  building  at     thin     rata,     while  the 
United  Stains  baa  planned  construction 
on  an  oven  larger  scale. 

Unless  tbe  submarine  campaign  be- 
comes more  intense  there  le  no  cause 
for  anxiety  about  tbe  ultimate  results 
On  the  contrary  there  la  every  hope 
that  as  time  goes  on  further  devices  will 
be  perfected,  for  safeguarding  vessels  < 
and  lessening  the  danger  of  tbe  menace. 
The  sets  tern  of  convoying  merchant 
ablpn  ban  bean  improved.  Every  week 
more  destroyers  are  available,  while 
new  ay  stems  of  minefields  for  protec- 
tive purposes  ore  constantly  being  laid. 
The  majority  of  tbe  larger  merchant 
ships  are  now  armed  while  It  Is  known 
thai  many  other  Inventions,  which  the 
Admiralty  baa  sot  made  public,  are  in 
una.  There  Is  absolutely  no  knowledge 
of  the  number  of  submarines  that  are 
being  destroyed.  In  some  quarters  it 
Is  claimed  that  tbs  wastage  amounts 
to  eao-a  weak,  but  It  la  a  matter  about 
whtefr  SO  mo«b  uncertainty  prevails 
that  tin  AdmtraMy  la  jnsttnsd  ft*  laying 

that  tbs  rant  of  destruction  does  not 
kosp  naee  with  Germany's  ability  to 
.  buUd  those  U-boats,  so  this  mesas  re- 
newed ooTcTts  will  have  to  ho  made  to 
meet  tbn  menses.  But  whatever  ars 
Ids  various  preventatives  being  employ- 


Without  a  knowledge  of  the  extent  of 
the  trouble  aboard  German  warships  at 
Wllhelmshaven,  it  is  Impossible  to  esti- 
mate   the    gravity    of    tbe    disaffection. 
It  must  have  been  serious  or  It  would 
not    have    been    necessary    for    Admiral 
von    Capelle    to   make   a   statement    be- 
fore   the    Reichstag.      The    Incident    ex- 
plains the  Emperor's  recent  visit  to  the 
chief  German  naval  port,  a  visit  which 
It  will  be  remembered  gave  rise  to  the 
suggestion  at  the  time  that  he  was  re- 
viewing the  fleet  prior  to  another  effort 
to   be   made  against    the   British.     The 
disaffection   in   the   fleet  may   be  easily 
explained.      It   requires   nerves   of    iron 
for  a  fighting     unit     to     remain  In  In- 
activity during  n  war  such  as  this.    The 
German  Root  baa  been  kept  to  Its  har- 
bors    so    long,     only     going     out   for 
manoeuvres    In    restricted    areas,    that 
there  is  little  wonder  a  spirit  of  unrest 
should  permeate  the  personnel.     Man  in 
wartime  Is  essentially  a  creature  of  ac- 
tion,  especially    if   his   life   training   la 
devised    for    purposes   which   he   Is   not 
allowed   to  perform   when   the  occasion 
arises.    Possibly  this  Is  the  readiest  ex- 
planation of  mutiny  aboard  three  or  four 
ships  of  the  Gorman  fleet.    Restlessness 
because  of  Inaction  would  pave  the  way 
for  Socialistic  agitators. 

It  would  be  folly  to  say  that  such  an 
occurrence  will  have  any  bearing  on 
the  war.  It  may;  but  It  Is  an  asepct 
of  the  situation  upon  which  no  reliance 
can  be  placed.  If  German  atrategy  had 
foreseen  tha  Wladom  of  keeping;  her 
ships  constantly  employed  the  proba- 
bility te  that  there  would  have  been  no 
mutiny.  The  desire  to  create  a  body 
among  the  sailors  similar  to  Russia's 
Workmen's  Council  Is  not  of  a  startling 
nature.  Such  an  organisation — but  not 
in  the  Navy — has  bean*  formed  in  Eng- 
land and  had  made  no  headway.  The 
proposal  has  been  put  forward  In  Can- 
ada but  baa  mot  with  no  response. 
There  are  self-seeking  pacifists  Is  all 
lands  who  think  the  time  te  ripe  to 
seise  the  reins  of  power.  Tbe  marvel 
about  tbe  Wllhelmshaven  occurrence  Is 
that  it  should  have  developed  before 
being  arrested  by  the  authorities,  per- 
haps that  is  the  slsnlfleance  of  It — that 
It  was  more  widespread  than  dispatches 
Indicate 


The  problem  of  child  conservation  has 
been  taken  up  with  enthusiasm  in  Eng- 
land by  Mr.  H.  A.  L.  Fisher,  the  Min- 
ister of  Education.  One  thing,  above 
all  "others,  that  he  Is  guarding  against 
is  the  employment  of  children  and 
young  persons  for  profit.  By  his  guid- 
ance the  State  Is  using  its  power  to 
prevent  tha  physical  strength  of  Its 
young  cittiens  being  prematurely  used 
up  by  the  Industrial  machine,  "or,"  as 
he  says  himself,  "their  moral  and  Intel- 
lectual perception  being  perpetually  and 
artificially  arrested."  Britain's  new 
Education  Act,  which  provides  that  a 
greater  number  of  years  must  be  spent 
at  school,  will  prevent  many  young  men 
and  women  running  to  seed  before  their 
time.

Mr.  K.  P.  Davis,  K.C.,  appeared 
in  support  of  the  application,  but  Miss 
L.  C.  Lalonde,  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Taylor's  firm, 
and  Mr.  R.  Byrnes,  for  Mr.  Chas.  Wil- 
son's firm,  both  stated  that  they  were 
without  instructions  and  could  not  op- 
pose.

H.  N,  Wootton  Won  Medals 
— Saved  Men  and  Shells, 


How  Men  la.  I-oren  L.  Rrown  and 
Henry  Newton  Wootton,  of  Victoria, 
won  the  Military  Cross  Is  told  in  the 
official  announcements  just  Issued  by 
the  War  office. 

Lieut.  Brown — "For  conspicuous  gal- 
lantry and  devotion  to  duty  when  In 
charge  of  a  carrying  party.  Coming 
under  a  heavy  bombardment,  several  of 
Ma  men  were  killed  and  wounded,  lie 
dressed    the   wounded  and  put   them   In 


dugouts,  and  after  placing  the  re- 
mainder In  safety,  he  made  two  Jour- 
neys through  Intense  enemy  barrage  for 
stretchers,  eventually  succeeding  In 
getting  all  his  men  to  the  dressing 
station.  It  was  entirely  owing  to  his 
splendid  fearlessness,  presence  of  mind 
and  devotion  that  more  men  did  not 
become  casualties." 

Lieut.  Wootton — "For  conspicuous  gal- 
lantry and  devotion  to  duty  when  In 
charge  of  an  ammunition  dump.  He 
had  ordered  his  men  to  abetter  from 
an  Intense  enemy  bombardment  when  a 
pile  of  ammunition  was  set  alight  by 
enemy  shells.  He  promptly  and  fear- 
lessly went  out  with  one  of  his  men 
and  separated  the  *  burning  material, 
thereby  saving  the  rest,  of  the  pile.

Need  of  Steel  Works 


Delegate^  From  Municipalities  Petition  for  Gov- 
ernment Assistance — Favor  Raising  Soldiers' 
Pay  and  Pensions— Would  Revise  Munici- 
pal Act — Much  Business  Completed 


DUNCAN,  Oct  IS.— Members  of  the 
Union  of  British  Columbia  Municipali- 
ties from  fourteen  cities  aad  fourteen 
districts  and  representing  eighty  par 
cent  of  the  total  of  land  and  improve- 
ment assessments  of  the  Province,  at 
the  opening  session  of  their  thirteenth 
annual  convention  in  Odd  Fellows  Hall 
here  today  unanimously  paerird  a  reso- 
lution calling  for  a  liberal  revision  up* 
wards  of  the  pay  aad  separation  allow- 
ance to  Canadian  soldiers.  The  ques- 
tion was  brought  tip  by  Alderman  Gale, 
of  Vancouver,  and  seconded  by  Alder- 
man Miller,  of  Vancouver. 

The  resolution  waa  similar  to  that 
which  Alderman  Gale  had  put  through 
the  Vancouver  city  council  and  adopted 
at  the  recent  convention  of  Canadian 
municipalities.  Alderman  Gale  pointed 
out  that  the  Increase  in  both  pay  and 
separation  allowance  was  made  neces- 
sary and  advisable  by  the  Increased 
cost  of  living.  The  matter  will  at  once 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Min- 
ister of  Militia  and  Defence  at  Ottawa: 
Alderman  Gale  said  that  men  doing  the 
hardest  work  at  the  front  are  receiving 
little  better  than  five  cents  an  hour. 

There  are  SI  accredited  delegates  at 
ths  convention,  but  several  othera  are 
attending  without  voting  rights.  Reeve 
Brldgman,  of  North  Vancouver  district, 
la  presiding  in  the  absence  of  the  pres- 
ident, ex-Mayor  Smith,  of  Vernon. 
lacroass   Pensions 

"That  tha*  scale  of  pensions  for 
wounded  and  disabled  soldiers  and  sail- 
ore  should  be  radically  revised  and  sub- 
stantially raised,  as  the  present  scale 
seems  totally  Inadequate  to  enable  the 
returned  soldier  to  exist."  Is  the  tenor 
of  second  resolution  pasaed  by  the  con- 
vention. This  resolution  waa  moved  by 
Alderman  Gale,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  F. 
A.  McDlarmld,  of  Victoria,  solicitor  for 
the  union. 

The  conventlog.  tonight  telegraphed 
Premier  Borden  and  Premier  Brewster 
urging  upon  them  the  necessity  of  the 
establishing  of  steel  works  at  once  in 
British  Columbia.  The  resolution, 
moved  by  Mayor  Vance,  of  North  Van- 
couver, and  seconded  by  Alderman 
Wright,  of  North  Vancouver,  pointed 
out  that  in  view  of  the  tremendous  loss 
of  tonnage  in  the  war  it  Is  in  the  high- 
est Interest  of  She  Empire  that  every 
possible  assistance  be  given  by  the  Do- 
minion Government  to  the  building  of 
ships. 

"In  view  of  the  revival  of  the  Indus- 
try in  British  Columbia  and  the  conse- 
quent demand  for  steel  and  steel  ship 
plates  In  sufficient  quantities  to  allow 
the  building  of  ships  to  be  proceeded 
with  continuously,"  continues  the  state- 
ment and  the  consequent  hampering  of 
the  Industry  by  reason  of  the  limited 
supply  of  these  commodities. 

■     Should  Bonus  Steal  Plant 

"The  time  has  arrived  when  a  steel 
plant  should  be  established  In  this 
Province  to  supply  the  demand  occa- 
sioned by  the  ship  industry  and  to  es- 
tablish such  a  plant.  Inducements  by 
way  of  -bonus  or  guarantee  of  deben- 
tures should  be  granted  by  the  Domin- 
ion Government."  Last  night's  tele- 
grams to  the  Premiers  now  at  Ottawa 
definitely  asked  the  Government  to  give 
the  suggested  aid.  In  case  satisfactory 
arrangements  are  not  made  with  a  pri- 
vate company  the  erection  of  a  jjlant  as 
a  Government  undertaking  Is  urged. 
The  foregoing  was  substituted  for  the 
Kamloops  resolution  that  has  been 
adopted  by  most  public  bodies  of  the 
Province. 

The  convention  unanimously  came  out 
for  a  complete  revision  of  the  Municipal 
Act,  that  Solicitor  McDlarmld  explained 
has  so  many  conflicting  clauses  and  con- 
flicts with  every  other  act  having  to 
do  with  municipal  affairs  that  it  Is  ab- 
solutely   unworkable. 

"Under  the  present  act  it  Is  an  ab- 
solute Impossibility  to  so  order  the 
business  of  the  sales  that  the  collector 
or  city  clerk  can  obey  the  law,  because 
they  cannot  And  out  what  the  law  Is," 
said  Mr.  McDlarmld.  "The  dangers  are 
more  serious  thnn  any  of  you  realize," 
said  city  solicitor  Hannlngton  of  Vic- 
toria. 

Mr.  McDlarmld  said  that  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  set.  classification 
of  municipalities  would  be  carried  out 
according  to  industry  and  not  popula- 
tion. The  action  taken  today  re- 
affirmed the  union's  resolution  of  last 
year.  The  executive  was  Instructed 
"to  continue  to  press  upon  the  govern- 
ment the  difficulties,  annoyances  and 
costs  occasioned  by  the  lack  of  con- 
tinuity, of  flexibility  and  precision  of 
statement  which  All  the  text  of  these 
acts,  to  point  out  that  no  amount  of 
amendment  short  of  total  revision  will 
afford  any  adequate  relief."

Each  municipal  council  will  be  urged 
to  send  representative*  to  a  meeting 
with  the  government  and  support  the 
campaign  for  the  change. 

Victoria's  recommendation  that  ap- 
plication to  quash  either  general, 
special  or  local  Improvement  bylaws 
must  be  made  within  three  months  was 
adopted.  Change  from  *2  to  ft  a  day 
was  recommended  In  the  wages  al- 
lowed for  statute  labor  under  the  muni- 
cipal act  was  supported,  but  the  pro- 
posal of  Reeve  Xvaas  of  Cowlchan. 
that  statute  labor  be  abolished,  was 
turned   down. 

The  suggestion  of  a  Summerland 
delegate  that  municipalities  be  given 
power  to  compel  property  owners  to 
clear  roadways  abutting  on  their  pro- 
perty of  noxious  weeds  was  frowned 
upon  ss  owners  now  really  stand  the 
expense  of  cleaning  off  weeds,  aa  the 
municipalities  carry  out  the  work  and 
owners   pay  for  it  through   taxes. 

Among  the'  resolutions  adopted  were 
those  calling  for  the  right  of  wives  of 
soldiers  at  the  front  to  cast  the  votes 
of  their  husbands  in  municipal  elec- 
tions; regulation  of<*spellers  at  wharves 
and  stations  snd  hotel  runners;  per- 
mission for  the  investment  <#f  trust 
funds  in  the  debentures  or  stock  of 
British  Columbia  municipalities;  hold- 
ing of  municipal  elections  a  month 
earlier  than  at  present;  taking  over  by 
the  Provincial  Government  of  the 
Tranqullle  Sanitarium  and  the  opera- 
tion of  it  as  a  provincial  institution  for 
tuberculosis. 

Resolutions  passed  and  recommenda- 
tions adopted  at  the  good  roads  league 
convention  yesterday  were  set  forth  by 
Reeve  McKenzle  of  Penticton.  and 
Alderman   Gale,    and*  endorsed. 

The  claim  of  municipalities  that  the 
licences  of  motor  cars  should  go  to 
the  municipalities  In  which  they  are 
registered.  Instead  of  the  Provincial 
Government,  waa  not  endorsed  because 
of  the  union's  support  of  the  construc- 
tion of  a  national  highway  by  the 
Provincial    Government. 

Betumed  Soldier  Problem 

Mayor  Gray,  of  New  Westminster, 
speaking  on  the  returned  soldier  pro- 
blem, pointed  out  that  the  municipali- 
ties will  be  faced  with  a  serious  crisis 
When  the  heroes  come  back  from  the 
front  to  meet  an  accumulation  of  four 
or  Ave  years  of  unpaid  taxes.  To  pro- 
vide employment  during  demobiliza- 
tion he  advocated  stimulation  of  the 
development  of  natural  resources  in 
such  a  way  to  give  soldiers  a  scope  for 
their    abilities. 

'The  first  aim  of  all  should  be,  and 
let  K  be  fixed  indelibly  in  our  minds 
that  these  men  who  voluntarily  gave  up 
their  civilian  duties  at  the  call  at  the 
nation  must  not  suffer  any  loss  by 
reason  of  their  patriotism  when  they 
again  return  to  civil  life."  said  Mayor 
Gray.  "Men  will  return  who  Were  only 
nearlng  the  threshold  of  manhood  when 
they  went  away,  with  no  fixed  calling, 
on  whose  behalf  the  greatest  care  will 
have  to  be  exercised  In  providing  em- 
ployment. This  is  incumbent  upon  us 
as  the  years  spent  in  service  were 
those  which  usually  decl.de  a  man's 
future.  Kvery  position  at  "the  disposal 
of  the  government  ami  municipalities 
should  be  filled  by  returned  soldiers  pro- 
vided they  are  qualified,  thus  giving  a 
lead  to  private  corporations  to  follow. 
It  has  afforded  me  much  pleasure  to 
see  that  the  Interest  private  firms  have 
taken  in  returned  men  and  hope  that 
this   Interest  will   continue." 

Would  Place  Own  Money 

Protest  is  to  be  lodged  with  ths 
Minister  of  finance  at  Ottawa  against 
the  allowing  of  commissions  to  brokers 
and  bankers  on  money  Invested  by 
municipalities  in  the  new  Dominion 
Government  Victory  Loan  to  be 
launched  within  a  few  weeks.  The 
Union  will  ask  that  municipalities  be 
allowed  to  place  their  loans  direct  with 
the  Finance  Department  at  Ottawa  and 
be  allowed  the  commission  granted  to 
brokers  snd  bankers,  provided  they  are 
to  get  any.  In'  whatever  way  possible 
the  municipalities  will  seek  to  encour- 
age Investments  in  the  loan. 

Because  municipal  officials  already 
have  to  take  a  complete  oath  of  alle- 
giance, the  convention  turned  down  the 
proposal  of  South  Vancouver  that 
"Kvery  councillor,  before  taking  office, 
take  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Allies 
aa  against  the  Central  Powers,  express- 
ing his  determination  to  do  everything 
in  his  power  to  bring  about  an  Allied 
victory." 

Creation  of  a  standard  weight  of 
bread  was  turned  down,  as  delegates 
said  consumers  preferred  five  and  ten 
cent  loaves  rather  than  a  standardised 
loaf  at  odd  prices.  Ths  stamping  of 
the  weight  on  each  loaf  was  declared 
satisfactory.  The  proposal  to  make 
fire  Insurance  companies  contribute 
directly  to  the  upkeep  of  Are  depart- 
ments was  laid  over  until  next  year. 

Because  of  the  expected  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Municipal  Act,  no  action  was 
taken  to  secure  for  city  councils  greater 
control  over  the  expendlturea  of  school 
boards. 

Recommendations  that  municipalities 
should  have  ths  power  to  go  into  the 
wholesale  aad  retail  coal  trade  waa  en- 
dorsed, but  not  the  proposal  of  North 
Vancouver  City  that  a  municipality 
should  trade  .In  all  commodities. 

Reeve  Borden,  of  Saanlch,  thought  a 
municipality  should  have  power  to  regu- 
late motor  bus  time  tables  to-  control 
services  such  as.  on  North  Quadra 
Street. 

The  .Government  wll  lbs  reqnested  to 
give  dttes  and  municipalities  the  power 
to  levy  special  taxation  upon  motor 
trucks,  and  prohibit  their  use  on  cer- 
tain roads. 

Ths  constitution  of  ths  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  that  will  likely  bo  In- 
troduced Into  British  Columbia  follow- 
ing ths  report  of  Dr.  Adam  Shortt  on 
the  British  Columbia  Electric  situation 
Is  to  be  closely  watched  by  the  execu- 
tive Of  the  Union,  under  special  in- 
structions from  the  convention  tonight. 

Ths  Union  will  see  that  ths  Coanmla- 
slon  does  not  infringe  the  powers  of  sny 
municipality.  Alderman  Gale  assured 
ths  convention  thst  Vancouver  would 
keep  a  close  tab  on  the  kind  of  comrnls- 
alon  to  bo  appointed. 


Reeve  C  HL  Brldgman.  of  Nona  Van- 


couver, vice-president  of  the  Union, 
gave  the  presidential  address  and  pro- 
sldeel  In  the  place  of  tho  president,  ex- 


Vayor  Smith,  of  Vernon! — KeeVe  BrlOf - 
man  recommended  urging  on  tho  Gov- 
ernment ths  great  necessity  of  having 
the  Municipal  Act  redrafted.  He  be- 
lieved ths  expense  will  not  be  aa  groat 
aa  anticipated  in  soma  quarters,  aa  tho 
municipal  Inspector  baa  done  a  largo 
amount  of  work  already  in  his  spars 
tiro*  in  re  framing  certain  auctions  of 
•ths  Act.  Tho  Reeve  declared  that  the 
Unlon'a  solicitor,  Mr.  P.  A.  MoDiarmid, 
should  be  recommended  to  the  Attorney- 
General  aa  thoroughly  capable  of  as- 
sisting officials  of  the  Government  be- 
oauss  of  his  intimate  knowledgs  of 
municipal  affairs. 

Dealing  with  ths  recent  addition  to 
the  Land  Registry  Act  requiring  the 
production  of  a  certificate  from  muni- 
cipalities that  taxes  have  been  paid  be- 
fore registration  can  be  effected,  Reeve 
Brldgman  explained  that  some  mem- 
bers of  the  Government  beleve  this  ad- 
dition should  be  repealed. 

Importance  of  Act 

"While  this  Act  in  some  Instances 
may  work  a  temporary  hardship,  I  am 
thoroughly  convinced  that  it  is  a  very 
Important  atep  in  the  right  direction," 
the  Reeve  went  on.  "It  has  been  stated, 
in  view  of  this  Act,  that  the  Govern- 
ment are  now  uaed  as  colectors  of 
municipal  revenues.  This,  as  fsr  aa  it 
goes,  la  true,  but  at  the  same  lime,  tho 
Government  are  forcing  the  collection 
of  their  own  taxes,  which  la  eminently 
sane,  and  Is  In  keeping  with  the  advice 
that  the  municipalities  have  always  re- 
ceived from  the  Government,  namely, 
to  collect  tho  money  owing  to  them,  and 
not  to  keep  on  adding  to  their  liabili- 
ties by  borrowing  money  against  their 
arrears  of  taxes.  We  know  that  times 
are  hard,  but  if  we  are  ever  collectively 
to  assume  a  aounder  financial  position 
in  thin  Province,  we  must  do  so  by  col- 
lecting the  moneys  owing  to  us,  and 
having  the  property  eventually  in  the 
hands  of  !**,*_>•-««  who  can  afford  to  carry 
the  liabilities  attached  thereto,  and  I 
feel  that  thla  convention  ahould  record 
its  appreciation  of  the  action  of  the 
Government  in  placing  such  a  wise  pro- 
vision on  the  statutes." 

Prepare  for  Peace  Times 

Coming  to  the  war.  Reeve  Brldgman 
said: 

"We  know  in  our  hearts  there  can 
only  be  one  end  to  this  great  struggle, 
and  It  behooves  everyone  throughout 
tho  Empire  to  sink  all  feelings,  re- 
ligious,  political  and  personal,  and  work 
together  as  one,  so  that  when  this  con- 
flict is  over,  the  victory  of  humanity 
over  despotism  shall  be  absolutely 
complete.  Let  us  all  remember  that 
our  responsibilities  do  not  end  by 
criticizing  others,  and  ever  keep  in  mind 
the  unanswerable  fact  that  there  Is 
nothing  too  great  or  hard  for  ua  who 
are  alttlng  at  home  to  do  for  those  who 
have  voluntarily  taken  up  the  supreme 
burden  on  our  behalf." 

Tribute  to  Sir  Blohard 

"I  cannot  refrain  from  speaking  of 
the  .  great  loss  this  Province  has  sus- 
tained through  1  he  death  of  our  late, 
Premier,  Sir  Richard  McBrlde.  Many 
of  us  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  Sir 
Richard,  both  in  a  business  and  personal 
way,  and  whatever  views  we  may  have 
held,  we  can  always  remember  'the 
kindly  personality  and  broad  optimism 
which  endeared  him  to  the  people  of 
this  Province,  and  did  so  much  to  bring. 
British  Columbia  to  the  fore,  and  while 
at  present  our  financial  burdens  are 
heavy,  I  believe  we  all  feel  that  our 
Province  may  look  forward  to  ths 
bright  future  predicted  and  worked  for 
by  our  late  Premier;  and  I  feel  sure 
that  we  all  unite  In  expressing  a  deep 
regret  at  the  loss  of  no  able  a  can,  and 
extend  to  Lady  McBrlde  our  most  sin- 
cere sympathy." 

The  convention  will  forward  a  suit- 
able resolution  to  Lady  McBrlde. 

Mayor  Todd  moved  and  the  conven- 
tion passed  a  resolution  supporting  the 
view  of  the  vice-president  an  to  the 
necessity  for  maintaining  the  tax-pay- 
ing clause  In  the  Municipal  Act. 
Money  la  the  Bank 

Ex-dteeve  Bose,  of  Surrey,  as  secre- 
tary-treasurer, reported  receipts  of 
$1,300  during  the  year,  a  balance  of 
$261.00  from  last  year,  expenditures  cf 
$1,215.  85,  leaving  a  present  balance  of 
$316.06. 

Mayor  Todd,  of  Victoria,  and  Reeve 
Fletcher,  of  Point  Grey,  moved  and 
seconded  the  following  patriotic  resolu- 
tion In  collection  with  the  work  of  the 
"boys  at  the  front": 

"The  members  of  this  convention, 
representative  of  every  municipality  in 
British  Columbia,  have  followed  with 
continued  pride  the  record  of  the  boys 
of  B.C.  who  arc  fighting  for  the  free- 
dom of  the  Empire.  We  wish  them 
God-speed  and  a  successful  Issue.  Be  It 
resolved,  that  the  president  be  In- 
structed to  forward  a  message  to  this 
effect  to  the  contingents  oversees." 

By  a  standing  vote.  the.  convention 
unanimously  passed  a  motion  of  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  of  the  late  Alder- 
man John  Diiwqrth,  of  Victor,  who  was 
a  member  of  the  executive  of  the  Union. 
The  motion,  moved  by  Mr.  Arthur  G. 
Moore,  Municipal  Clerk  of  Bprpeby,  and 
seconded  by  Reeve  Borden,  of  Saanlch. 
was:  "That  the  deepest  sympathy  and 
condolence  of  thin  convention  be  ten- 
dered to  the  family  of  the  lata  Alder- 
man Dll worth,  of  Victoria,  In  the  be- 
reavement which  they  have  suffered  by 
his  death,  and  this  convention  desires 
to  record  Its  appreciation  of  the  many 
sterling  qualities  of  ths  late  alderman 
and  deplores  the  loss  which  is  suffered 
In  municipal  affairs  by  the  decease  of 
this  gentleman,  who  consistently  evi- 
denced V  his  great  interest  and  sterling 
judgment  therein." 

"His  loss  Is  not  only  felt  In  his  Im- 
mediate circle,  but  felt  by  this  whole 
Union,"  added  Mr.   Moore. 

Reeve  Eraser,  of  Burnaby,  moved,  and 
Reeve  Borden,  of  Saanlch,  seconded  the 
patriotic  resolution  to  the  Governor- 
General  of  Canada. 

Mayor  Millar  Sxtends   Welcome 

Mayor  Millet,  of  Duncan,  welcomed 
the  convention  to'  his  city,  snd  bis  ef- 
fort was  seconded  by  Reeve  Evans,  of 
Cowlchan.  the  oldest  rural  municipality 
of  British  Columbia. 

Msyor  Gray,  replying  for  ths  visitors, 
said  that  every  municipality  wanted  to 
emulate  the  record  of  Cowlchan  as  re- 
gards the  number  of  men  serving  over- 
seas. Me  pointed  out  that  the  police 
magistrate  of  Cowlchan  has  not  had  a 
ease  during  the  present  year. 

The  opening  strain  of  the  convention 
was  relieved  by  the  presence  of  a  box 
of  Cowlchan  apples  In  ths  hall.  Mayor 
DHL  of  Endsrby.  presided  over  the  box, 
and  tossed  tho  fruit  to  dry  delegates  in 
all  parts  of  the  hall.  Pelegatas  munched 
apples  while  they  studied  and  dlscueaed 
bulky  reports.

According  to  ths 
claim  of  the  Brewery  Company,  It  has 
an  indefeasible  title,  over  ten  years 
old.  which  includes  this  strip.  Against 
this  the  trustees  have  also  an  rndo- 
•freaibie  tin*  which,  though  only  Ave 
years  old,  la  backed  up  by  a  fence 
which  has  been  on  ths  property  for 
shout  forty  years.  In  addition  they 
have  possession  of  the  property,  have 
made    Improvements,    such    as    draining 


and  filling,  at  heavy  cost,  and  no  pro- 
test has  ever  been  msde  by  the  com- 
pany. 

In  any  event  the  trustees  felt  at  ease, 
for  if  they  have  to  give  up  possession 
the,  Government  will  be  liable  for  com- 
pensation under  the  land  titles  Insur- 
ance plan.

"The  excellent  showing  made  during 
the  last  year  proves  '  that  the  local 
branch  of  the  Canadian  Rod  Cross 
Society  has  continued  to  merit  t  the 
confidence  of  tho  people  of  the  district 
that  the  funds  entrusted  to  it  are  well 
administered,  hut  the  committee  feels

"The  Red  Cross  only  becomes  an  ac- 
tive force  for  great  good  by  the  de- 
voted work  of  the  women  of  the 
Dominion,  and  they. are  enabled  to  do 
their  groat  work  only  by  tho  financial 
support  so  widely  and  generously  given. 
It  is  a  cause  that  appeals  to  all  and 
is  voluntary  everywhere.  No  matter 
what  may  be  argued  about  the  source 
of  funds  for  other  patrUtlc  endeavors, 
it  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  the 
work  of  mercy  and  love  conducted  by 
the  Red  Cross  Is  and  should  always  bo 
voluntary.  In  this  district  fhe  com- 
mittee refers  with  pride  to  the  fact 
that ,  no  salaries  arc  being  drawn  or 
have  been  paid  since  the  work  started 
and  that  every  bit  of  work  in  the  work- 
rooms, office  and  elsewhere  is  freely 
given  for  the  good  of  the  cause.

"Even  with  the  best  of  equipment  and 
flawless  efficiency,  the  Army  Medical 
Corps  could  not  bo  without  the  Rod 
Cross,"  she  declared.  "Furnishing  the 
hospital  ships  on  the  Atlantic  Is  tho 
latest  development  of  Canadian  Red 
Cross  activity. 

"Canada  is  rich  enough  and  her  peo- 
ple are  broad  enough,  and  generous 
enough  to  go  beyond  helping  only  the 
men  from  Canada.  Franco,  whoso'  in- 
dustrial life  is  gone  and  whose  women 
are  doing  men's  work,  must  be  helped. 
Wo  should  be  proud  of  tho  privilege. 
.We  are  now  cementing  between  the  two 
nations  a  friendship  that  will  mean 
much  in  times  of  peace.  No  stronger 
link    of    friendship     could     be    wrought 

than  that  being  forged  by  tbo  Canadian 
Red  Cross  now. 

Oaaada  Aids  AH  Allies 

"The  Canadian  Beer  Cross  haa  helped 
•very  Allied  nation,  except  the  United 
etatae,  and  now  It  haa  been  called  to 
advise  the  organisation  in  the  republic 
on   special    phases  of  work. 

"Tho  only  guarantee  we  can  give 
about  parcels  for  tho  prisoners  of  war 
Is  that  the  utmost  human  skill  and  In- 
genuity is  used  to  get  them  to  their 
proper  destinations.  Returned  prison- 
ers have  said  they  would  have  died 
without  the  Canadian  Red  Cross. 
■vary  Oaaadlaa  a  Member 

"Canada  haa  contributed  911,000,000 
to  the  Red  Cross.  That  means,  on  a 
population  basis,  everyone  has  given 
$2.  In  'other  words,  enough  has  been 
given  to  make  every  man,  woman  and 
child  a  member. 

"The  work  of  the  Red  Cross  is  uni- 
fying the  nations.  I  feel  that  thla  uni- 
fication can  be  carried  to  that  extent 
where  it  will  some  day  prove,  in  spite 
of  this*  war  which  has  broken  every 
bond  of-  friendship  between  great 
leagues  of  countries,  that'  the  Red  Cross 
mends  In  triumphant  testimony  that 
mercy  is  greater  -than  cruelty,  and 
that  love  la  greater'  than  hatred."

Mr.  F.  W.  Jones,  chairman  of  the 
local  committee,  then  addressed  the 
meeting,  briefly  covering  the  general 
work  of  the  branch  for  the  past  year,

This  year  we  have  to  ac- 
knowledge, gthe  magnificent  total  of 
g  142,725.10  contributed  In  the  district 
for  Rod  Croaa  work.      Bven  deducting  }  corded  the  work  throughout  the  district 


the  district  was  justified,  but  the  ques- 
tion of  finance  is  still  a  source  of 
anxiety.  As  most  of  you  have  read  In 
today's  papers,  four  very  good  friends 
of  the  Red  Cross,  who  have  often  helped 
Ides  the  Temple  Bu UP- j  cur  funds  before,  have  promised  12,000 

each  and  joined  In  the  published  letter 
which  has  been  sent*  to  a  large  number 
cf  Victorians,  and  if  the  response  is 
What  the  committee  hopes  for,  we  shall 
be  able  not  only  to  carry  on,  but  to  In- 
crease our  output  of  the  supplies  so  ur- 
gently wanted. 

"Among  our  shipments  yog  will  no- 
tice 36,303  pairs  of  socks,  as  compared 
with  12,987  pairs  the  previous  year. 
About  socks  there  are  all  kinds  of  tales 
from  the  untrue  and  pro-German  sug- 
gestion that  Red  Cross  socks  are  some- 
times sold,  to  the  statement  that  our 
socks  cost  91  or  more  a  pair,  and  never 
reach  the  men  in  the  trenches.  Our 
socks  knitted  from  Red  Cross  wool  have 
cost  from  40c  to  47c  a  pair,  none  higher 
than  47c,  nor  will  they  be  for  six 
months  at  least.  Some  of  our  friends 
may  have  knitted  socks  Of  more  expen- 
sive wool  purchased  by  themselves  at 
retail  prices,  but  socks  paid  for  by  Red 
Cross  money  in  this  district  do  not  ex- 
ceed the  figure  stated. 

Distribution  of  Supplies 
"As  to  where  these  socks  -  go— the 
hospltgls  and  the  prisoners  of  war  tn 
Germany  have  the  first  call  on  all  Red 
Cross  supplies,  but  the  society  buys 
machine-made  socks  for  wounded  men  re- 
"maining  In  hospitals  and  gives  the  hand- 
knitted  socks  to  men  returning  to  duty, 
and  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
hand-knitted  socks  collected  by  the.  Red 
Cross  are  distributed  through  the  Can- 
adian War  Contingent  Association  to 
the  men  in  the  trenches.  That  these 
socks  are  received  the  society  and  many 

of    1U    workers    have   ample      proof    in      coram"lUee"  wiBne.    to    acknowledge    the 
acknowledgments.       That     they 
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and  taken  care  of  the  preparing  and 
supplying  of  maUrUU  and  the  receiv- 
ing and  packing  of  the  finished  product 
from  tbo  beginning,  including  the 
period  before  the  Red  Cross  Society,  aa 
It  has  now  existed  for  two  and  a  half 
years,  waa  organised.  Mrs.  Fleming's 
work,  like  her  attendance  at  executive 
meetings,  has  always  been  100  per  cent 
efficient,  and  If  in  tho  Dominion  there 
exists  her  equal  as  a  capable,  devoted 
and  untiring  worker  for  the  cause,  I 
can  only  offer  my  hearty  congratula- 
tions to  the  district,  wherever  It  U, 
which  is  so  fortunately  endowed. 
Generous  Support 
"It  will  interest  many  of  you  to 
know  where  our  support  comes  from. 
Our  branch  has  many  auxiliary  com- 
mittees, and  the  number  of  these  was 
very  considerably  increased  during  the 
year  that  has  passed  by  the  special 
organizing  efforts  of  one  of  the  execu- 
tive committee,  Mr.  Slater,  ably  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Pooley  and  Mr.  Austin 
In  Victorti 

lng    Headquarters,    where    all    the    Red 
Cross  materials  are  handled  and  all  the 
finished      work    received,   checked      and 
packed,    we   have    eleven    branch     work 
rooma  at  Wharf  Street,  Eeculmalt,  Oak 
Bay,    Cloverdale,    Victoria    West,    Fair- 
field.    James     Bay,     Fernwood,     North 
Ward,    Hollywood   and    the  Gorge,    and} 
besides  these  branches  we  receive  w/>rk 
from  53  organized  groups  of  workers  in 
the    city   and    Immediate   vicinity,    from 
30   other  auxiliaries  in  the  neighboring 
districts  south  of  the  Malabat  summit, 
from  28  auxiliaries  on  the  remainder  of 
Vancouver   Island,   and  from   25  auxili- 
aries   on    the    other    British    Columbia 
Islands;  that  Is,  we  have  147  auxiliaries 
in    the   district    covered   by   our   activi- 
ties.      These    auxiliaries    or    groups    of 
Bed  Cross   workers  Include  Chapters  of 
the  LO.D.E.,  Women's  Institutes,  Church 
Societies,   Fraternal  Orders   and    organ- 
izations of  all   kinds. 
"  "The   report   mentions   cash   contribu- 
tions   of    91,775.32    from  ^various   Chap- 
ters  of   the  I.O.D.E.   in  addition  to  the 
very   large   amount     of  work     done   by 
members  of  that  splendid  Order.      We 
must   always   remember  with   gratitude 
that    It     was      the      Daughters    of   the 
Empire    who    were    responsible    for    the 
organisation   of  a   chartered  branch    of 
the    Canadian    Red      Cross      Society    in 
Victoria,      and    that   even     before    that 
they    had    done    a    great    deal    of    Red 
Cross    work,   as   many  of  the   Chapters 
have    continued    to    do    ever    since.       I 
notice    that    the    society's   last    bulletin 
records  the  opening  by  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen   of   the  Canadian  Women's  block 
at    the    Haalar    Royal    Naval    Hospital, 
which   was   built  with   money  raised  at 
the  commencement  of  the  war  through 
the   I.O.D.E.   as   a   Hospital   Ship  Fund. 
"The   report   could   not  show   the  de- 
tails   of    all    cash    contributions,    but    I 
have  made  an  approximate  statement  of 
the     cash     received     by     the     honorary 
treasurer  from  our  principal  auxiliaries, 
and  will  read  some  ef  tho  figures,  which 
I    shall    be    glad    to    give   to    the    Press

Cost  of  Materials 
"The  report  which  has  just  been  read 
gives  a  detailed  statement  of  the  sup- 
plies shipped,  and  la  support  of  our 
statement  that  the  Victoria  branch  has 
specUllsed  in  the  more  expensive  gar- 
ments,  I  will  use  the  figures  of  Cobalt, 
OnUrto,  a  town  of  under  5.000  people, 
which  raised  last  year  124,377  m  cash 
and  shipped  1,373  cases  of  supplies. 
Their  1,173  oases  contained  910,200 
worth  of  material,  while  our  1.000 
oases  contained  ma  Uriels  costing  381,- 
•01. 

"To  Illustrate  tho  check  kept  on  our 
material  and  supplies.  We  had  on  band 
at  the  Temple  Building,  September  1. 
1010,  material  costing  910.710.  Wo  pur- 
<  hawed  during  tbo  year  material  to  tbe 
amount  of  9TO.30K.14.  making  a  total  Ot 
901.991.10  to  bo  accounted  for.  We  ship- 
ped as  made  up  supplies  material  coat- 
ing 901.701  and  our  stock  on  hand  An* 
gust  31.  was  913,092.  a  total  of  991.092. 
the  difference  to  be  accounted  for  being

"To  Uke  care  of  this  urgent  demand 
for  supplies  from  the  front  and  to  make 
sure  of^materlal  at  reasonable  prices, 
the  executive  committee  took  Its  cour- 
age in  both  hands  and  placed  orders 
amounting  to  9*3,000  for  goods  to  be 
delivered  between  now  and  February.

"The  number  of  life  members  at  this 
branch  last  year,  022,  was  tbe  largest 
recorded  by  any  branch  except  Toronto. 
We  have  now  Increased  to  094,  ao  I 
expect  we  are  holding  our  place.  ThU 
means  only  that  other  branches  have 
not  paid  the  same  attention  to  this 
means  of  raising  funds  and  Increasing 
Interest  in  the  cause.  It  does  not  mean 
that  we  have  done  all  wo  can  In  tbU 
direction.

John  of  Jerusalem,  and  in  Canada  has 
undertaken  to  assist  again  the  appeal 
for  contributions  for  the  wVrk  of  that 
committee  being  made  throughout  the 
Empire  on  "Our  Day,"  October  18.  Tou 
will  have  seen  in  the  papers  the  letter 
Issued  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  and  the  appeal  signed  by 
H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Connaught  and  Lord 
Lansdowne,  and  It  is  hoped  that  there 
"Witt  be  x  generous  response  on- the  10th, 
when  there  will  be  a  tag  day  In  Vic- 
toria. 

"As  Mrs.  Plumptrc  will  tell  you  a 
great  deal  about  the  general  work  of 
the  society,  there  is  nothing  left  for  me 
but  -to  appeal  locally  for  more  money, 
for  more  workers,  for  greater  effort  and 
for  more  results.  The  Red  Cross  repre- 
sents the  incorporated  love  and  sym- 
pathy of  the  people,  more  particularly 
the  women,  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
for  those  who  serve  at  the  front,  direct- 
ed through  the  quickest  and  most  effi- 
cient channel  to  reach  the  end  aimed  at.

than  the  Government  issue,  we  have  and 
prefer  to  accept  the  often-repeated  word 
of  the  men  at  the  front  against  that  of 
a  few  critics.  Do  you  want  any  better 
evidence  than  this  letter  from  Q.M.S. 
Hartley,  posted  at  the  front  on  April 
11  last,  saying  that  a  box  of  our  Vic- 
toria knitted  socks  was  opened  and  used 
on  the  first  night  of  the  bis:  push,  April 
.9.  by  a  Victoria  Field  Ambulance  that 
left  the  previous  June?  This  was  at 
Vimy  Ridge. 

"You  will  remember  the  special  ap- 
peals for  comforts  and  kit  bags,  and  the 
very  strong  recommendation  of  this  line 
of  work  in  the  address  we  had  from 
Capt.  Hayward  when  he  was  here  for  a 
visit  from  the  front.  We  have  sent  dur- 
ing the  year  2,880  of  these  bags,  and  I 
wish  I  had  time  to  read  some  of  the 
letters  of  appreciation  published  In  the 
bulletins.  The  last  bulletin  gives  the 
issue  of  these  kit  bags  to  wounded  men 
for  three  successive  weeks  as  2,790, 
3,745  and  3,131  respectively,  so  surely 
we  must  make  an  effort  to  Increase  our 
present  output. 

"The  five  new  motor  ambulances  pro- 
vided through  this  branch  are  now  In 
service.  We  have  photographs  of  some 
of  them.  They  are  Vulcan  chassis  with 
bodies  built  at  Maidenhead.  The  Vlc- 
torU branch  has  been  the  means  of  pro- 
viding three  motor  ambulances  which 
have  been  liv  service  with  British  Co- 
lumbia General  Hospital  No.  5  at  Salon- 
lea,  and  may  be  now  on  the  Western 
front;  one  In  service  at  Cliveden  Hos- 
pital, and  these  five  now  we  expect  in 
service  In  France.  It  must  he  a  great 
satisfaction  to  those  who  have  so  gen- 
erously provided  these  nine  earn  to 
think  of  the  comfort  they  have  been  to 
the  wounded  men  who  have  been  con- 
veyed in  them,  and  of  the  many  lives 
that  we  know  have  been  sawd  by  the 
use  of  motor  ambuUnces  In  this  war. 
"Those  of  you  who  had  the  privilege 
of  hearing  what  ex-Ambassador  Gerard 
had  to  say  about  the  prisoners  of  war 
In  Germany  and  their  condition  and 
needs  will  not  require  any  appeal  from 
me  about  the  Prisoners  of  War  Fund. 
Just  let  me  read  the  German  menu  for 
a  Canadian  prisoner — and  add  that  It  Is 
tho  food  and  clothing  sent  them  by  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  that,  keeps 
them  alive  and  sometimes  partly  fed 
and  clothed,  and  that  the  society  can 
only    continue    this    work    through    the

Prisoners  of  War  Fund,  and  100  prison- 
ers have  been  adopted  by  private  Indi- 
viduals through  thla  Branch.  The  cost 
of  maintaining  the  prisoners  has  ma- 
terlslly  Increased,  food  parcels  to  the 
value  6f  |15  being  sent  ,each  prisoner 
monthly.  Through  the  generosity  of  its 
friends  the  Branch  haa  boon  able  to  sup- 
ply Ave  more  motor  ambulances,  costing 
CSOO  each,  for  service  in  Franee,  end 
by  means  of  one  donation  to  build  the 
operating  theatre  of  tbe  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Hospital  in  Paris  at  a  cost  of 
£1.600. 

Tho  number  of  life  members  has  In- 
creased from  423  to  004  during  the 
past  twelve  months.  The  committee 
feels  that  tbe  latter  number  can  bo 
doubled  during  the  present  year  by  the 
unanimous  effort  of  those  already  en- 
rolled. While  the  receipts  are  more 
than  double  those  of  last  year.  It  must 
be  borne  tn  mind  that  all  materials 
used  have  also   doubled   In   prlee,  and 


so  have  the  demands.  It  la  necessary, 
therefore,  to  do  even  better  In  the  com- 
ing year  if  we  are  to  keep  our  part  of 
British  Columbia  tn  the  high  place  It 
already  holds  In  the  Dominion. 


Considerable  difficulty  baa  been  ex- 
perienced In  purchasing  material  and 
obtaining  delivery  of  game;  consequent- 
ly tbe  committee  baa  been  compelled 
to  order  months  ahead.

NERVE  STIMULANT 


Country  House  Game  Lauded 
as  Fine  Tonic  for  War  Vic- 
tims— Reminiscences  of  In- 
ternational Tournaments. 


Writing  In  the  London  Field, 
*V.  W.  M..  after  giving  tome  Interesting 
reminiscences  of  pre-war  tennis,  pays 
•  tribute  to  the  value  of  ties  game  am 
now  It  in  possible  to  play  tt  for  those 
whose  time  is  taken  up  by  the  totfe  and 
sacrifices  of  war.      Ho  says: 

"X  had  almost  written  a  decade,  but 
It  Is  Jit  tie  more  than  thros  years  ago. 
While  the  German  'heavies'  wore  throw, 
tog  their  shells  at  the  forts  of  Liege 
(while  some  of  US  Imagined  that  those 
forts  would  bo  sblo  to  resist  for 
several  weeks',  and  none  of  us  realized 
what  priceless  value  their  resistance 
for  a  few  days  would  ultimately  mean) 
I  was  on*  of  1 2,000  spectators  mobilised 
in  Mow  York  to  watch  an  International 
laws  tennis  match.  And  sines  than? 
Tbo  thought  seems  to  crust  the  mem- 
ory with  shadowy  ago.  Of  tbo  play- 
ers, all  friends,  one  lies  in  a  little 
orchard  near  Neuve  Chapelle.  a  rough 
cross,  hswn  from  packlng-caae  wood, 
marking  the  grave  of  a  gallant  man.' 
Another  recently  scrambled  ashore  from. 
»  small  boat  at  some  Mediterranean1 
port,  his  ship  sunR  by  an  Austrian  tor. 
pedo.  A  third — a  youth  whose  pre. 
aonco  st  Wimbledon  a  year  earlier  had 
filled  the  atands  and  provoked  American) 
patrons.  Messed  with  more  money  than 
Judgment,  to  back  him  for  the  title- 
has  gladly-  buried  his  Identity  in  a 
conscripted  regiment.  The  man  who  . 
aat  by  my  side,  the  genial  captain  of 
a  team  defeated  but  not  disgraced  in  an 
earlier  round,  has  laid  down  his  life 
near  Vlmy  Ridge.  The  captain  of  an- 
other defeated  team,  who  was  in  tbe 
same  lnclosure,  is  a  British  prisoner  of 
war,  permitted  by  his  brutal  gaolers, 
following  the  precedent  established  st 
"Wlttenburg,  to  play  lawn  tennis  st  a 
Yorkshire  camp!  Little  did  one  dream 
then  of  these  translations,  or  that  that 
match  would  mark  the  end  of  an 
epoch. 

Has  nothing  been  substituted  for 
these  lawn  tennis  festivals  at  which,  on 
a  stretch  of  immaculate  turf,  nursed 
to  perfection  by  experts,  the  champions 
of  nations  waged  their  bloodless  bat- 
tles before  30,000  eyes?  Is  the  world 
So  absorbed  in  Its  war  of  machines,  so 
obsessed  with  the  srts  of  destruction, 
that  It  cannot  Hpare  a  fraction  of  an 
hour  for  a  pastime  .that  It  once  loved? 
The  answer  to  the  first  question  Is  In 
the  affirmative,  to  the  second  in  the 
negative.  After  Wimbledon,  after 
Davis  Cup  matches,  after  strenuous 
tournaments  at  home  end  abroad — a  day 
and  a  half  off,  a  week-end  snatched 
from  pressing  (yet  deeply  interesting) 
toll,  spent  .it  a  country  house,  just  near 
enough  London  to  enable  one  to  dis- 
pense with  trains,  Just  far  enough  out 
to  eecape  their  sight  and  sound.  And 
oh,  who*  sheer  undiluted  Joy!  Pleasure 
in  the  playing  of  those  Improvised,  per- 
haps utterly-  one-sided),  almost  certainly 
totally  unscientific  sets;  an  equal  plea- 
sure in  the  'sittings  out.'  the  little 
harmless  bets,  the  reminiscences  hot 
from  the  fronts,  the  optimism  that  Is 
born  of  'inside'  news  unoommunicated 
to  newspapers.  Surely  there  are  few 
better  stimulants  for  Jaded  war  nerves, 
few  sounder  quick  cures  for  depression, 
than  a  dose  of  country  house  lawn 
tennis.".

PROVES  ENJOYABLE 

Amateur    Perfernaera    Delight    targe    Audi-

A  very  enjoyable  concert  was  given 
last  evening  In  the  lecture  hall  of  the 
Congregational  Church.  The  affair  was 
called  "A  Night  in  Dixie,"  and  was 
given  by  the  young  men  and  lads  of 
the  church  and  Sunday  School,  who 
formed  a  most  realistic  minstrel  troupe. 
The  programme  was  full  of  life  and 
vigor  throughout,  as  was  demonstrated 
by  the  enthusiastic  applause  of  the  au- 
dience. 

Mr.  A.  Crawshaw,  as  interlocutor,  and 
Messrs.  Heater,  Findler,  Cull  and  Hole, 


gang  headed  by  a  beautiful  young  wo- 
man working  in  London  to  obtain  the 
plans  of  a  newer  type  of  submarine,  in- 
vented by  a  lieutenant  in  the  British 
Navy.  It  la  full  of  dramatic  action 
throughout;  the  interior  views  f>f  the 
submarine  and  the  battle  for  control  of 
it  are  particularly  absorbing.

The  large  part  played  by  the  Indiana 
of  the  Island  In  the  industrial  life  of 
the  province  is  Indicated  by  the  fact 
that  of  the  1,700  Indians — men,  women 
and  children — who  have  been  employed 
in  the  fishing  Industry  on  the  Fraser 
Blver  during  the  past  few  months  and 
In  the  hop  fields,  nearly  900  went  from 
Vancouver  Island.  In  the  present  acuta 
shortage  of  white  labor  the  work  of  the 
Indians  has  proved  a  boom  to  the  can- 
neries and  farmers.  Every  year  the 
Indians  engage  in  this  work  with  ex- 
cellent results.  This  year  the  financial 
returns  to  them  were  not  as  large  as  In 
previous  years  owing  to  scarcity  of  fish. 

Dominion  Indian  Constable  .Thomas 
O'Connell  arrived  in  thVclty  yesterday 
from  the  Fraser  Blver.  where  he  has 
been  during  the  season  guarding  the  In- 
terests of  the  Indians.  Few  of  the 
Coast  Indians  took  a  hand  In  the  hop- 
picking  operations  owing  to  the  smaller 
crop  this  year,  due  to  reduced  acreage 
and  reduced  yield.  This  work  was 
handled  chiefly  by  the  Interior  Indians 
and  those  of  the  districts  in  which  the 
hop  fields  are  located.  Some  of  the 
Coast  and  Island  Indians  went  over  to 
the. State  of  Washington  for  the  hop- 
picking  work  there,  chiefly  members  of 
the  Saanlch  and  Cowichan  tribes.  The 
West  Coast  Indians  were  not  represent- 
ed In  as  large  numbers  on  the  Fraser 
this  year  as  formerly,  owing  to  the 
good  Ashing  on  the  West  Coast  of  the 
Island. 

Constable  O'Connell  spoke  most  highly 
of  the  conduct  of  the  Indians  engaged 
in  the  fishing  work.  ■  In  fact  It  could 
not  have  been  better  until  shortly  be- 
fore prohibition  came  into  effect,  when 
a  lot  of  liquor  was  peddled  among  them 
and  some  trouble  occurred,  but  prompt 
action  was  taken  to  get  after  those  In- 
dividuals responsible  for  selling  liquor 
to  the  Tndlans  and  a  number  of  con- 
victions were  secured  against  the  guilty 
parties,  Constable  O'Connell  taking  a 
most  active  part  in  working  up  the 
cases.  In  fact  his  efforts,  so  success- 
ful because  of  the  confidence  which  the 
Indians  repose  in  him.  proved  of  the 
greatest  assistance  to  the  local  police 
authorities. 

The  health  of  the  Indians  on  the 
Fraser  was  exceptionally  good,  Con- 
stable O'Connell  states.  Three  deaths 
occurred,  but  there  was  an  absence  of 
sickness  due  to  the  yearly  Improving 
sanitary  and  living  conditions  under 
which  the  Indians  labor  at  the  can- 
neries. 

A  number  of  the  Indians  will  remain 
In  the  Delta  district  for  some  time  tak- 
ing part  In  the  Fall  fishing  or  in  potato 
digging  or  working  at  the  Eburne  eva- 
porator. 


FARMERS  WANT  SEED

Since  the  announcement  was  made  by 
Hon.  John  Oliver,  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, that  the  Government  would  give 
to  farmers  desiring  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  quantities  of  seed 
grain  for  Fall  sowing,  he  has  been  the 
recipient  I  of  many  applications  for 
samples,  a  large  number  coming  from 
farmers  in  the  vicinity  of  Victoria  and 
In  the  southern  portion  of  the  Island. 
The  need  la  expected  to  arrive  here 
from  the  Dominion  Experimental  Farm 
at  Revel  stoke  about  the  end  of  the  pre- 
sent week  and  will  be  distributed  In 
100-pound  lots. 

This  action  of  the  provincial  depart- 
ment has  been  taken  with  a  view  to  en- 
couraging the  farmers  in  this  dry 
climate  to  undertake  more  actively  the 
sowing  of  Fall  grain,  as  hotter  results 
are  secured  from  that  method.  So  far 
not  a  great  amount  of  Fall  work  In  the 
preparation  of  the  farms  has  been  done 
owing  to  the  great  difficulties  the  far- 
mers are  encountering  In  securing 
labor,  a  problem  which  Is  acute  all  over 
the  province.

AFFAIRS  Of  WIRELESS 


OPERATORS  DISCUSSED 


Official  of  Department  of  Na- 
val Service  Gives  Details  of 
System  Under  Which  Ser- 
vice Is  Maintained. 


An  official  of  the  Department  of  the 
Naval  service,  which  controls  and  op- 
crates  the  wireless  stations  along  the 
British  Columbia  eooat.  In  discussing 
alleged  dissatisfaction  In  the  service 
yesterday  atated  that  he  did  not  con- 
sider It  a  fair  Inference  that  there  waa 
not  a  contented  man  In  tbo  entire  ear- 
vice. 

"1  am  pleased  to  amy  that  wo  have 
several."  he  continued.  "The  class  of 
men  wo  are  fortunate  la  having  In 
charge  of  stations,  are  of  the  boat,  ba- 
tes good  operators,  reliable  la  every 
way,  and,  while  I  have  no  doubt  they 
would  bo  quite  ready  to  accept  an  in- 
crease la  the  salaries  paid  them,  they 
are  not  'groucheraV  but  are  men  who 
fully  realise  the  difficult  period  through 
which  the  country  is  passing  and  have 
no  desire  to  embarrass  the  Government 
by  Inopportune  demands. 

Baoatteaa  BcV  ideal 

"I  admit  that  the  stations  ash  not 
situated  in  ideal  places.  If  the  situa- 
tions ware  Ideal  the  necessity  for  a 
wireless  station  aa  an  aid  to  navigation 
would  not  exist.  Their  location,  how- 
ever, does  not  prevent  a  man  from  tak- 
ing his  tamlly  there  If  be  ao  desires  and 
the  accommodation  can  be  secured. 
While  flrat  and  second  operators  are 
provided  with  dwelling*,  it  la  obviously 
an  Impossibility  to  provide  separate 
dwellings  for  every  man..

Including  a 
housekeeper,  thla  new  arrangement  hav- 
ing been  inaugurated  with  the  beginning 
of   the  present  month.    -

Seniority  should  be  a  consider- 
ation in  all  services,  providing  It  la  ac- 
companied by  merit,  and  such  Is  the 
case   In  this  service. 

"It  la  also  stated  that  the  bouses  are 
not  any  too  well  furnished.  They  are 
furnished  as  well  as  moat  country 
houses,  the  average  cost  being  ft 00 
for  each  equipment.  Of  course,  there  is 
of  necessity  scrubbing  of  floors,  hut.  it 
Is  only  of  linoleums  with  which  kit- 
chens and  dining-rooms  are  covered,  the 
bedrooms,  etc.,  having  carpet  squares.

"The  rank  of  warrant  officer  teleg- 
raphist is  non-executive;  he  is  therefore 
not  a  commissioned  officer. 

■•with  the  exception  of  Triangle  isl- 
and (where  a  bonus  Is  paid),  salaries 
from  $17.50  for  a  learner,  with  cloth- 
ing allowance  of  28.1 2  per  month  add- 
ed, up  to  l»6.50.  In  addition  to  the 
above  fit  per  month  is  allowed  to  out- 
aide  and  II  to  inside  stations  to  pro- 
vide fuel  end  caver  a  mall  service. 
Oa  Board  Ships 

"Two  vessels  are  provided  with  oper- 
ators from  this  branch,  and  if  he  hap- 
pens to  be  a  fourth  operator  he  Is  paid 
at  that  rate  with  an  additional  as  per 
month  acting  as  officer  in  charge  of  the 
equipment.  The  consolidated  salary 
would  therefore  be:  Salary  as  fourth 
operator,  $43.10  per  month;  salary  as 
officer  In  charge,  |5  per  month;  clothing, 
12.11  per  month;   total,   160.43. 

"Volunteers  are  usually  asked  for  for 
this  service.  They  are  quite  well  aware 
of  the  salary  paid,  and  I  do  not  think 
they  would  change  places  with  the 
stoker  mentioned. 

"Regarding  the  reference  to  the  Mar- 
coni company  paying  youngetera  out  of 
school  $46  to  start  with.  Up  to  a  few 
months  ago  the  salary  was  consider- 
ably less.  If  you  remember,  the  case 
was  arbitrated;  I  was  called  up  as  a 
witness  aad  put  In  as  exhibits  the  pres- 
ent Government  schedule  of  salaries, 
and  I  am  pleaaed  to  say  that  the  chair- 
man and  Mr.  McVety,  arbitrator  for  tbe 
operators,  spoke  highly  of  the  salaries 
end  privileges  In  comparison  with  the 
case  under  disctlsslon,  and  as  a  result 
awarded  the  men  a  commencing  rate 
Of   141.

SAN  rRANCISCO.  Oct.  It. —  The 
coaotwtee  ateamahlp  Qulnalt,  from  Sen 
Francisco  to  Brookings  Landing,  south 
of  (Bureau,  ran  ashore  aff  Point  Gorea 
In  a  donee  fog  early  today,  according 
to  a  wireless  message  received  here  by 
the  Merchants'  Bxehange  from  the 
steamer  Admiral  Schley.  Tbe  message 
aald  that  peaeengere  and  crew  had  boea 
landed  safely  at  Shelter  Cave,  south  of 
Bureka. 

The  reports  Indicated  that  the  veaael, 
which  is  owned  by  the  California  and 
Oregon  Lumber  Compeny,  would  pro- 
bably be  a  total  loss.  There  wore  tea 
passengers  aboard   the  Quine.it.   two   of 
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An  auxiliary  of  the  Red  Cross,  for 
the  purpose  of  adding  comforta  to  the 
military  convalescent  hospitals,  haa 
boea  formed  by  a  number  of  ladles,  un- 
der the  name  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary 
to  the  Military  Convalescent  Hospitals, 
and  has  succeeded  in  raising  a  consid- 
erable sum  of  money  and  adding  many 
comforts  to  the  convalescent  hospitals 
In  the  district.

"The  "Superfluities"  activity  has  been 
well  maintained;  the  recelpte  being 
$10,041.38,  including  the  profits  of  two 
successful    theatrical    performances. 

Congratulations  are  due  to  the  school 
pupils  of  the  district  for  their  success 
in  collecting  newspapers  and  magaslnes. 
The  society's  funds  have  been  increased 
by  12.242. fit  from  thla  source,  and  there 
Is  paper  in  stock  worth  $  1 ,300.  A  motor 
ambulance  for  service  in  France  has 
been  provided  from  this  fund,  ant  the 
work  is  being  enthusiastically  continu- 
ed, although  there  Is  a  decrease  ia  the 
price  offered  for  the  material. 

Various  chapters  of  the  I.O.D.B.  have 
contributed  in  cash  $1,774.22,  besides  the 
great  amount  of  Red  Cross  work  done 
by  chapters  aad  individual  members  of 
the  order.  Among  other  sources  of  in- 
come should  be  mentioned  tbe  splendid 
collections  made  by  Mrs.  Woodward's 
famous  Red  Cross  dog.  "Muggins" 
weighs  twelve  pounds,  aad  has  collected 
mare  than  his  weight  In  gold!

Discussing  the  demande  which  were 
now  placed  on  the  resources  of  the 
United  States  to  meet  the  extraordinary 
expense  incumbent  on  the  nation  aa  the 
result  of  Its  participation  In  the  war,  a 
circular  publication  from  the  National 
City  Bank,  of  New  York,  points  to  the 
part  economy  must  play  In  meeting 
them.

PLENTY  OF  TEACHERS 


Fewer  Pupils  to  Each  Teachei 
Than  in  Vancouver  Reason 
for  Better  Results  in  City- 
No  Salary  Increase, 


Victoria  has  fewer  pupils  for  each 
teacher  to  look  after*  than  Vancouver, 
according  to  statements  which  Dr. 
Lewis  Hall  made  at  last  night's  meeting 
of  the  School  Trustees.  He  was  pro- 
touting  against  finding  so  many  classes 
With  only  20  ,  to  25  pupils  apiece,  as 
given  In  the  monthly  report,  and  when 
he  dlseovsrsd  that  the  largest  class  Id 
the  city  had  only  37  names  on  the  roll, 
he  wanted  to  know  the  reason.  "Van- 
couver has  more*  pupils  in  Its  smallest 
class  than  we  have  in  our.  largest,"  he 
raid,  and  Mr.  Paul  retorted,  amid  laugh- 
ter, -Yen,  and  look  at  the  results."  Dr. 
Hall  continued  his  remarks,  however, 
pointing  out  that  It  was  Impossible  to 
practice  economy  If  the  teaching  staft 
was  so  large.  It  was  thought  by  some 
of  the  ether  members  of  the  Board  that 
this  was  early  In  the  term,  and  next 
month's  report  Is-  expected  to  show  a 
change. 

A  petition  from  all  hut  three  of  the 
M'hool  Janitor*  for  the  restoration  of  the 
Kcale  of  pay  to  what  It  wan  before  the 
ton  per  cent  reduction  whs  made  two 
vn"  ago,  also  letters  from  several  of 
the  teaching  staff  for  Increases,  wcr* 
gbotlt  to  be  referred  to  the  finance 
rtfmmlttee  when  Trustee  Denville  object- 
ed. "Referring;  all  these  applications 
lor  more  money  to  the  committee  is 
r-nly  staving  the  matter  off  for  a  few 
days,"  he  said.  "It  Is  quite  true  that 
r.ome  adjustments  should  be  made,  but 
If  we  once  start  In  we  are  liable  to  have 
HO  applications  for  every  one  we  rec- 
tify. We  are  already  close  to  running 
ever  the  estimate*  for  the  year.  Rome- 
thing  should  be  done  next  year,  but  I 
move  that  we  write  all  these  people 
that  no  change  In  salaries  will  be  made 
this  year."  / 

Mrs.    Jenkins   said      that      the      board 


wished  to  deal  fairly  by  all,  but  when 
no  money  was  available  it  was  Irapos- 
blhle  to  do  anything. 

Dr.  Lewis  Hall  said  that  the  whole 
trouble  came  through  the  old  system  ot 
schedules.  There  were  teachers  at  pres- 
ent on  the  staff  who  were  getting  more 
than  others  solely  on  account  of  longer 
Mi-vice.  Many  of  the  newer  teachers 
were  fully  as  capable  as  the  older  ones 
and  were  paid  far  less,  citing  compari- 
sons where  teachers  in  similar  posi- 
tions were  getting,  one  $80  and  the  other 
960.  Things  like  this  could  not  be  rem- 
edied this  year,  but  he  hoped  that  next 
year's  board  would  be  able  to  do  some- 
thing. 

Bsdues  Vower  Charge 
The  British  Columbia  Klectrlc  Hall- 
way Company  made  an  offer  to  the 
board  of  a  special  reduction  In  the  min- 
imum power  charge  for  the  months  of 
July  and  August,  the  School  Trustees 
having  protested  against  the  old  rates.

B0L0  PASHA'S  INTRIGUES 

■AfesawsV 


PBTROGRAD.  Oct  It.— The  new 
coalition  government  assumed  control 
of  Russia  today,  replacing  the  Council 
of  Five  organised  a  month  ago.  An- 
nouncement was  made  that  the  Govern- 
ment Intends  to  carry  out  an  active 
foreign  poller  with  "the  purpose  of 
making  peace  in  agreement  with  our 
Allies  as  soon  as  possible."  Meanwhile 
the  Government  will  take  steps  to  bring 
the  army  to  Its  highest  fighting  power 
and  to  restore  economic  and  social 
tranquility  to  the  country. 

The  coalition  cabinet  absorbs  the 
Council  of  Five,  which  has  held  sway 
since  che  Kornlloff  revolt,  piloting  the 
country  through  a  perilous  political  cri- 
sta The  Council  of  Flvve  apparently 
carried  out  Premier  Kerensky's  pro- 
gramme In  full.  It  succeeded  In  ending 
the  KornilolT  affair,  except  for  some  agi* 
tatlon  on  the  part  of  the  radical  coun- 
cils ot  Workmen's  and  soldiers'  Dele- 
gates. Seemingly  It  turned  the  demo- 
cratic Congress,  which  was  planned  or- 
iginally to  overthrow  the  Keren  sky 
Government,  Into  a  force  of  support. 

The  first  session  of  the  preliminary 
parliament  will  be  called  by  the  Gov- 
ernment probably  next  week.  The  new 
cabinet  consists  of  six  socialists,  foui 
Constitutional  Democrats  and  seven 
members  from  other  parties.  Foreign 
Minister  Terestchenko.  It  Is  reported, 
will  be  sent  to  Paris  to  represent  Rus- 
sia at  the  Allied  conference. 

The  Provisional  Government  has  pub- 
lished regulations  for  participation  by 
the  army  and  navy  in  the  elections  of 
delegates  to  the  constituent  assembly.

Seattle  housewives  are  now  enlisting  In 
a  campaign  to  alleviate  the  hunger  of 
1,000,000  refugees  In  Russia  and  Rou- 
manla  by  collecting  coffee  grounds, 
steeped  tea-leaves  snd  scrap  bread 
crumbs  from  the  fsmily  table 

In  speaking  of  this  plan.  Mrs.  H.  E. 
Hlttmsn.  of  the  Overseas  Club  in  Seat- 
tle, at  a  recent  meeting  of  a  representa- 
tive number  of  the  housekeepers  of  that 
city,  said: 

"If  every  housekeeper  would  save  her 
coffee  grounds  and  tea  leaves  and  bread 
crumbs,  we  would  be  abls  to  do  much 
for  the  hungry  civilians  in  Southeast- 
ern Europe.  It  Is  awful  to  think  that 
part  of  the  world  must' be  sustained  by 
what  the  other  part  throws  away,  hut 
condition*  are  such  that  this  seems  one 
of  the  only  ways  to  solve  the  problem 
of  hunger." . 

Members  of  the  Overseas  Club'  hi  Se- 
attle have  agreed  to  call  at  residences 
for  the  once-used  food,  and  expect  te 
forward  It  In  big  consignments  to  the 
places  in  Europe  where  It  will  he  util- 
ised In  manufacturing  some  now  pro- 
duct, the  details  of  which,  unfortun- 
ately, are  very  meagre  at  present.

The  Admiral,  again  rising,  denied  that 
he  had  accused  the  independent  Social- 
ists of  hatching  plans  and  Influencing 
sailors,  but  he  sdded  that  hs  possessed 
documentary  evidence  of  everything  he 
had  said.  Then,  amid  a  great  tumult 
of  applause  and  protests  from  the  right 
and  left  of  the  chamber,  Von  Capelle 
declared  that  the  guilty  parties  had  con- 
fessed to  having  gone  to  a  sort  of  party 
conference,  which  Included  Deputies 
Vogtherr,  Dittmann  and  Haass,  at  which 
the  plan  was  discussed,  and  they  had 
been  told  that  they  were  committing  a 
punishable  act  and  that  therefore,  It 
would  be  advisable  to  exercise  the  ut- 
most caution.  These  deputies  also  had 
declared  that  they  would  support  ths 
plan  by  every  possible  way  by  means 
of  pnmhplets  and  printed  matter. 

Herr  Neumann,  having  contended  that 
the  fact  that  the  public  prosecutor  had 
taken  no  steps  to  suspend  the  accused 
deputies,  proved  Admiral  von  Capelle's 
statement  unjustified,  Chancellor  Ml- 
cahells  rose  and  said: 

"I  know  the  regrettable  fact  that 
that  crimes  have  been  committed  by 
some  of  our  sailors  and  they  are  in 
possession  of  cards  Bhowlng  that  they 
haev  bound  themselves  to  recognize  the 
principles  of  the  Independent  Socialists, 
and  that  with  these  cards  agitation  is 
being  carried  oh  on  a  large  scale  aboard 
German  warships." 

"The  punishment  must  be  heavy." 
said  the  .Chancellor,  "because  it  is  a 
question  of  military  discipline.  The  re- 
sistance must  be  broken  down.  That  Is 
all  that  has  happened,  and  we  regret  It 
from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts.  The 
guilty  parties  were  ill-advised,  and 
scted  In  a  way  Incompatible  with  fidel- 
ity and  obedience."

SECURE  OIL  SUPPLY 

F6R  BRITISH  NAVY 


Construction  on  Number  of  Tank  Ves- 
sel* to  Be  Rushed  by  U.  S.  Ship- 
ping Board — Stocks  Now  Low 


WASHINGTON.  Oct.  10.— An  ample 
supply  of  fuel  oil  for  the  British  Navy 
was  sssured  today  at  a  conference  between 
British  Government  representatives.  Stan- 
dard Oil  and  members  of  the  Shipping 
Board. 

Oil  reserves  In  ("treat  Britain  have  ran 
so  low,  the  conference  disclosed,  that 
many  British  warships  had  been  forced 
to   remain   Inactive. 

To  remedy  this  situation  the  rThlpplns 
Board  will  rush  construction  of  fifty-eight 
oil  tankers,  recently  commsndeered  in 
shipbuilding  yards,  and  la  considering 
building  at  lesst  forty  more.  The  prob- 
lem is  one  of  tonnage,  as  there  is  an 
abundance  of  oil  on  thla  side  of  the  At- 
lantic. 

The  British  representative  of  the  Stan- 
dard Oltl  will  continue  the  conference  In 
New  York  with  the  Shipping  Board,  where 
details   will    be   worked   out. 

The  British  Government  requires  about 
40.000    tons    of   oil    a    month.
